The Malecon- 
tents all this while have no fuch Meafures to keep ; 
they may attract the Veneration of the People by loud 
Pretences to Sanity of Manners; and may fecure 
the Circle of their Acquaintance by a particu ar Com- 
plaifance. It has been often known, that a puritani- 
cal Party have follow’d a very diffolute Chief. The 
Earl of Leicefter endanger’d the Liberties of the Dutch 
by the Influence he had over theit Minifers; and yer 
the Saintfhip of that noble Earl lay not in his Life 
but in his Words, It was the fame thing with rhe 
Earl of Shaftsbury ; his Vices were great and glaring; 
and yet the mott rigid Profeflors were his moft zea- 
lous Creatures ; neither have there been wanting In- 
ftances of a late Date. 

It may be objeéted that this is a dreadful Repre- 
fentation of things, and even worfe than any of the 
oppofite Party have given ; bur who can help that? 
An honeft Man muft defcribe things as they are, and 
without fuch Defcriptions it is ridiculous to hope that 
any total or lafting Cure fhould be effected, It it 
fhould be further ask’df when and how this may be 
hop’d for? I fhall readily admit that it iea juft and 
reafonable Queftion, and that I fhould be exiremely 
glad to anfwer ir, if it was in my Power. There are 
indeed fome general Undertakers in Politicks, who, 
like Profeffors in Aftrology,.pretend to refolve all 
Queftions, and to tell the Fortune ot the State, with 
the fame Eafe, and wich the fame Indifference as a 
Conjurer infures the Recovery of a loft Spoon. But 
‘or my part, Town I am none of thefe. However, as 
[ have fometimes thought very fcrioufly of this Mat- 
ter, I will venture to fet dowf my Sentiments, and 
—_ them to the Scrutiny of Time and ef thé Pub- 
i1CK. 

Whenever there fhall happen fuch a Crifis in Af- 
fairs as fhall oblige the People in genéral to think 
feadily of their own Inrereft, they will then fee the 
Necefli:y of Uniting and Reforming.. They will find 
it expedient to forego Luxury, in ordet to preferve 
Conveniencies of Life, and will readily part with Su- 
perfluities, when they apprehend their Liber:ies or 
their Properties to be in Danger. When they are 
once in this Difpofition they will not want true Patri- 
ots to dire& the Courfe of their Reformation; and 
whatever they deliver plainly, ferioufly, and fupport- 
ed by found Argument, will be generally well recciv'd 
and zealoufly carry’d into Exeeution. This wiil fud- 
denly change the Minds of moft Men, and a Publick 
Spirit will in a few Years fet to Rights what the Des 
clenfion of Publick Spirit had brought into Confu- 
fion. We mav the more cafily apprehend this, if we 
confider the Reformation in our Religion. It was 
not atrempted till the Corruptions of che Church of 
Rome were at their greareft Height. Before that time 
a Defire of reftoring crue Chriftianity would have been 
thought an beretical Difpofition. Bot when the rea 
ceived Religion grew notorioufly deficient in anfwer- 
ing the Ends of Religion, then a Change was univer- 
fully acknowledged expedient, and the Srate quickly 
brought it abour, Ir will be the fame thing with re- 
ſpect to the Corruption of Manners; when the evil 
feéts of Licentioufnels come to be thoroughly. 
known, the People will naturally defire to be rid of 
thém, and the Srate will then have an Opportunicy 
of doing what otherwile it never could have done.
